The m o to rm an m ay be sta n d in g seren ely a t his post, guiding w ith one 
han d the pow er and w ith the other the brake; he m a y see n o d an g er ahead 
and yet in less th a n a m inu te he m ay be face to face with an accident, in­ 
evitable, unavoidable and for which he will be blam ed. 
It m a y be a collision 
resulting from the carelessness of some driv er or it m ay be a child th a t has 
run In front, of th e car. 
In either case the m o to rm an finds it u tterly Im possible to bring th e car 
to standstill In tim e to prevent the 
disaster, but, nevertheless, he will be 
blamed and probably arre sted lf anybody Is killed. 
As a rule nobody Is 
more grieved th a n the m o to rm a n and his sorrow is Intensified by the charges 
of carelessness, negligence or Inefficiency burled a t him by th ^ f r i e n d s of the 
Injured party.

p ro bab ility dash 
the 
life out of 
every passen g er aboard.

T h e m an who u n d e r such circu m stan ces 
rem ain s at his post or who will bend dow n ov er th e d a sh b o a rd ut the g reatest 
peril to sn atc h a child from Instant deuth d eserves higher praise th an the 
m otorm an usu ally receives. 
And w hile com plim enting th e m o to rm en as a class, the courteous and 
gentlem anly conductors m ust not be forgotten. 
Of course th ere ure som e 
conductors of a different kind, but In general th e experienced conductor on 
th e electric' cur Is patient, p ain stak in g an d obliging. 
W hether he has to lift 
In and out of the car a lot of children, aid th e w eak or Infirm, or ta k e the 
abuse of disgru ntled patrons, he Is alw ay s candid, vigilant, courteous and 
above all solicitous In g u ard in g ag ain st accident. 
If the patron would only 
im agine him self In the place of the m o to rm an or the conductor, h am pered by 
strict rules on the one side and ab used by dissatisfied 
passengers on th e 
other, he would conclude th at a fte r all the services of the m o to rm a n and 
conductor on electric cars are not sufficiently appreciated.

cidedly unusual.

dally average 
rainfall since St. flw lthin’s day up to

Pros to Th* Burt 
BOSTON, Aug. 14.—The street com- 
mission**a have ju st been apprised of 
the fact th a t instead of having $1,000.- 
000 for new streets this year, they will 
have to be contented w ith w hat is left 
after a sum like $840,000 has been de­ 
ducted. 
The story is not a long one, 
but seem ingly com plicated. 
In 1891 tile legislature passed an act, 
entitled, "A n act relating to the loca­ 
tion, laying out 
and construction 
of 
highw ays In the city of Boston," ta 
which, am ong other th in g s, provision 
wan m ade 
for 
the 
appropriation of 
money. It also provided th at the money 
KO appropriated shall be obtained from 
the sales of bonds and certificates, the 
total am ount of w hich in any one year 
should not exceed $1,00,000. nor should 
the total am ount of all such bonds and 
certificates outstanding ever be m ore 
than $3,000,000 in excess of the sinking 
funds established for the paym ent of 
such debts. 
A nother legislature increased the lim ­ 
it from $3,000,000 to $6,000,000, the annual 
appropriation not to exceed $1,000,000 as 
provided in the sct3 of ISSI. 
On June 30, A lderm an N orris In tro ­ 
duced in the board of alderm en an o r­ 
der, In effect, tiiat under chapter 323 
of the act* of 1891, and acts In am end­ 
ment or addition thereto, the sum of 
$1,000,000 be appropriated for the laying 
out and construction of highw ays u n ­ 
der said act*; and that to meet said 


appropriation the city treasurer be a u ­ 
thorized to issue from time to time, on 
the request of the mayor, bonds of the 
city to Bald am ount. 
The 
order 
w as 
passed 
by 
beth 
branches of the city council. 
On June 27, ju st three days before the 
alderm an from South Boston 
offered 
his order, the legislature passed an act 
In am endm ent of 
chapter 323 of 
the 
acts of 1891, by w hich section 18 of the 
1891 act was am ended so as to read: 
“The treasu rer of said city shall add 
the net proceeds of all bonds issued 
to meet the expenses incurred for im ­ 
provem ents specified In section X I, and 
all moneys received for assessm ents 
thereto, to the appropriation therefor, 
which shall be know n as the appropri­ 
ation for m aking highways, and shall 
from Haid appropriation pay the ex­ 
penses incurred for the im provem ents 
and the interests and sinking 
fund 
requirem ents for said bonds, and any 
balance required to meet said 
bonds 
when they become due." 
According to the city auditor about 
$840,000 will be required to settle and 
provide for passed obligations and, u n ­ 
der an opinion of the law departm ent 
of the city, tho 
sum m ust be taken 
from the $1,000,000 recently appropriat­ 
ed by the city council for new stre s s, 
Bo, instead of 
$1,000,000 there will 
be 
left bur $180 OOO upon 
which the street 
laylng-out departm ent can proceed on 
Its contracts. 
There is Ht ii I a worse phase to the 
situation. A cquiring to th# city au d it­ 
or, the 
preseht-year 
appropriation of 
$1,000,000 closes the 
$6,000,000 
allowed 
under the law. The city auditor would 
not say for sure but was

Roosevelt Will be Welcomed 
by Gannon’s Boom 


Local Militia Companies, G. A. R., 
Spanish War Veterans and Sons 
of Veterans Will Join in the 
Welcome 


The Joint special* committee on recep­ 
tion to President Roosevelt met In the 
aldermanic committee 
room at City 
Hall last evening and further arranged 
for the short visit th a t has been prom ­ 
ised Lowell by the natio n ’s chief exec­ 
utive. 
The captains of the two local 
militia companies were present at the 
meeting and assisted In the form ula­ 
tion of plans. 
It was finally voted to 
have the reception take place on the 
South common. 
It was voted to invite several m ilita­ 
ry companies to participate In the exer­ 
cises, and (.'apt. Fairw euthej\ of Co. G. 
M. V. M , was chosen senior officer and 
will be given entire command of the 
m ilitary arrangem ents. 
It was voted also to have the presi­ 
den t’s salute fired by Co. C’s firing 
squad when the distinguished 
visitor 
reaches the depot. 
The salute will be 
fired from a point on the common and 
will not Interfere with any other part 
of the program. 
The presidential tra in will be made 
up of four passenger coaches and the 
president’s private car, which will be 
on the end. 
The train will leave Bos­ 
ton on Tuesday, Aug. 26. about 8.45 a. 
rn., and Is scheduled to reach Lowell at 
9.30. The train will come over the main 
line of the southern division, and stop­ 
ping here 15 minutes will proceed to 
Lawrence, via Lowell Junction. 
The meeting was called at 
8.35 
by 
Acting Mayor Badger. 
He thought It 
would be well to form an avenue from 
the depot to the common and have a 
guard of honor on either side of the 
street through which 
the 
president 
w'ould be driven. 
H e stated th a t he 
and Alderman Barton went up to the 
common and looked the ground over 
and they thought that It would be a 
good plan to erect a platform for the 
president to speak from, and thus a f­ 
ford the mass of people who could

Captain Fair- 
weather said Iivi couldn’t ady until the 
men had taken a vote on the matter. 
He said, howe\er, that he thought per­ 
haps tho men w ould condescend to turn 
out in honor of the president lf an invi­ 
tation was extended to them, and stated 
that the men co u ld be placed along the 
line from the depot to the common. The 
distance Is about HOO feet, and lf the 
three militia companies, the Spanish war 
veterans, the Sons of Veterans and the 
G. A. R. turn out, as It is expected they 
will, men can be placed on either side 
of the street with a space of six feet 
between them for the whole distance.
